Az A Proclamation for Meaſures, publiſhed by the 5 200, 
Queenes Commandement. | 


here fo2 the anoiding of varietie and dereits of Weights and Meaſures, dv 
Auerſe Statutes, Acts and O2dinanceshane heretofoze beene made, That 
„one weight, and one Meaſure ſhould be vled thzoughout the Realme And 
"< Where, accozding tothe Statutes made in the eleuenth and tweifth yeeres 
1 ofthe reigne ofthe late king of famous memoꝛie King Henry the ſenenth, 


chere haue bene made, ſent, and delinered intodiners Cities and Townes, 
I D// [[lpecified in a Schedule vnto the laid Atte of 11. H.. annexed, weights and 
r Meaſures of Bꝛaſſe accozding to the Standards thereof remaining in the 
Treaſuric ofthe Exchequer,to remaine inthe keeping of the Matoz, Bayliffe , oz other head Officer 
fo: the time being, ofenery ofthe ſame Citie oꝛ Towne, as the kings Standard of weight and Mea- 
ſure, with authozitieand power giuen by the ſame Statute,to the ſaid Matoz, Bailiffe, oꝛ other head 
Officer, hauing the ſaid weights and Meaſures,tomake,ſigne and pzintlike Weights and Meaſures 
vnto euery of the kings ſubtects , duely requiring the ſame, as by the ſaid Statutes moze at large ap⸗ 
pearcth: Our Soueraigne Ladie the Mueene , being enkoꝛmed that the ſaid Standard meaſures 
remaining in thoſe Cities and Townes, foꝛ the moſt part are by long continuance of time, oz foz want 
of good keeping ,02 other defects 02 abuſes differing and not agreeing with the ancient Standard of 
Meaſures remaining in her highneſſe Erchequer at weſtminſter, by occaſion whereofthe Peaſures 
commonly vſed within the Realme be vntertaine, and varying one from another tothe great flander 
of the ſame, and the detetuing of many both buyers and ſellers : Hath giuen oꝛder and commande- 
ment to the L. Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer, to cauſe all the ancient Standard meaſures of all 
thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought in befoze them at the Exchequer at Weſtminſter, to 
be exanuned and tryed by the Queenes Standard meaſure there remaining, accozding to which her 
Maie ſlies tommandement, the Lozd Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer haue cauſed all the ancient 
Standard meaſures ot all thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bzought defoꝛe them into her High- 
neſſe ſaid Exchequer , where diuerſeof them vpon diligent and due triall and examination haue bene 
found defectine, differing and diſagreeingfrom the true and ancient Standard of the Exchequer. 
whereupon her Mateſtie intending the common e publique good of all her louing Subiects, and to 
auoide all differences and deteipts of Mealure within this her Highneſſe Realme, vpon good and de⸗ 
liberate aduiſe, and due conſideration therein had, Hath not onely eſtabliſhed the fozeſaid true and 
ancient StandardofMeaſures remainingin her Maieſties Exchequer, there to continue and be, as 
her Mateſties Standard, to examiue, trie, andſize all other Meaſures ofthe Realme by, fromttme 
to time as octaſion ſhall require: But alſo hath giuen commandement tothe Lozd Treaſurerand 
bnder Treaſurer to cauſe all the other Meaſures which were bꝛought befoze them (from the Cities 
and Townes afozeſad) found vpon triall to be differing and diſagreeing from the true and ancient 


A Standards of meaſures ofher Highneſle Exchequer, to be bzoken. 
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And further her Mateſty hath giuen oꝛder and commandement vnto the ſaid Lozd Treaſurerand 
vnder Treaſurer,fozthwith to cauſe new Standards of meaſures in Bꝛaſſe to be made, tryed, and 
appꝛooued by the layd true and ancient Standard of the Exchequer, and after true andiuſteramina- 
tion and triallthereof had and made, toſize and ſeale (with the letter Ecrowned) ſuch andſo many 
Standard mealures,fo2 euery of the ſapd ſeuerall Cities and Townes limited to haue the cuſtodie of 
weights and mealures, attoꝛding to the Queenes Standard foꝛ euery Shire by the ſayd ſchedule an- 
nexed vnto the ſayde Statute made in the eleuenth yeereof the Reigneof King Henrythe ſeuenth, 
there to remaine fozenerinthekeeping ofthe Mayoz, Bayliffe, oꝛ other head Officer foꝛ the time be⸗ 
ing ofthe ſaid City and Towne as the Queenes Standard of meaſure, as to them ſhall ſeeme netel⸗ 
ſary and tonuenient. And allo as many as may ſerue and be tonuenient fo: the Clerkeof the Market 
of her HighneſſeHonſhold (and thꝛough the Realme) oz his Deputies, accozding to the Statute of 
Anno 16. R. 2. Cap 3. And alſo as may 02 ſhall ſerue foꝛ any other her Mateſties Officers oꝛ Subiects 
within this Nealme as ſhall make ſuite foꝛ the hauing and obtaining of the ſame. 

Her Mateſties will and pleaſure therefoꝛe is, That the Mapoꝛ, Bayliffes, Poztreues, wardens, 
and other head Officersof euery of the ſayde Cities, Bozoughes, Townes, Cinquepozts,andplaces 
mentioned in the ſchedule annexed to the ſayd Statute of Anno 11, H.. befozethe Feaſt of S. John 
Baptiſt next comming, at the common charge ofthe ſame plate, ſhall ſend ſome ſufficient perſon vnto 
the ſayd Exchequer, authoꝛiʒed torecetue ſuch Standards as ſhalbe deliuered vnto him, by the ozder 
and appointment ofthe ſayde Lozde Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer, foꝛ the ſayd City, Bozough, 
Towne, oꝛ plate, And to pay ſuch reaſonable pzices foꝛ the ſame, as vpon true valuation of the ſame 
ſhalbe by the ſaid Lozd Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer rated oꝛ aſſeſſed : which Standards,euery 
of the ſaid Mayoꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers vnto whome it ſhall appertaine, ſhall ſafely | 
keepe oꝛ cauſe to be kept in ſome ſure and conuentent place in the ſame City, Bozough,oz Towne,and 
by them make o2ſize, oꝛ cauſe tobe made and ſized, other common Meaſures foz the vſe of all manner 
of people in the ſame City, Boꝛough, Towne,oz place that ſhal haue cauſe to vie Meaſures. And ſhall 
alſo make,ſigne,and pꝛint with the firſtletter ofthe name of the ſame City,Bozough, Towne,ozplace 
where the ſame Meaſure ſhalbe ſo made, ſtʒed, and pꝛinted, like Meaſures vnto euery ofthe Queens 
Subiects duely requiring the ſame, taking ſuch fees foꝛ the doing thereof as by the Statutes of the 
Realme are allowed, and no moꝛe. Andeuery ofthe ſayde Mayozs, Bayliffes, and other head Offt- 
ters ot Cities, Bozoughes, Townes, and plates within this Realme ſhall further doe and tauſe to be 
done, all ſuch other Act and Actes, thing and things, foꝛ the pꝛoulding, hauing, and vling of the ſayde 
Standards of meaſures as be limited and appointed to their oz any of their authoꝛitie by the ſatdSta- 
tutes made in the eleuenth and twelfth yeeres of thelate King Henry the ſeuenth, oz any other Sta⸗ 
tute oꝛ Oꝛdinante whatſoeuer: So as all the Meaſures thꝛough the Realme may de reſoꝛmed and 
made agreeable accozding to the Standard of the Exchequer, as bythe Statutes in ſuch caſe is requi⸗ 
red. And her Maieſtie further tommandeth and oꝛdaineth, That no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall from the 
irſt day ol Auguſt next comming , vle any other Meaſure oz Mealures, but ſuch as ſhall be made oz 
ized, and reſpectinely agreeing with the ſayd Standards, and pzinted and marked with ſuch markes 
and letters as befoze is limitted, vpon paine to be appꝛehended, committed to pyiſon, fined and punt- 
ſhed, as tontriuers and lers of falle Meaſures, attoꝛding to the Statutes in that tale made and pꝛo⸗ 
uided. And that this Pꝛotlamation foꝛ the better inſtructing of all her Maieſties Subtects, ſhall be⸗ 
loꝛe the feaſt of Eaſter now nert tomming, de pzoclaimed in euery Market towne thoꝛow the Realm, 
and be hanged vp, and faſtened in a Table in the Market plate by an officer, where it may continue 


tobeſeene and read by any that will. And further, That it ſhall be read in euery Pariſt Church be- 
foze the ſayd feaſt o Eaſter next comming, in atime and ſpace betweene the beginning and ending of 
Common pꝛaper, vpon the Sunday oz Holy day,by the Miniſter oꝛ Clerke ofthe Church and ſo from 
thentefoꝛth once at euery feaſt of the Annunciation ofthe bleſſed Uirgin Marie, And onte at euery 
feaſt of S. Michael the Archangel, by the ſpace of fiue peeres next comming, oꝛ be hanged vp, and 
pꝛelerued in euery Church ina Table, to be ſcene and read at all times by any that will: And that 
the defaults of Offiters, Miniſters, Clerkes, and Churchwardens in this behalfe, ſhalbe enquired of 
and puniſhed by the Juſtices of Aſſiſe, and Juſtices of Peate in their Seſſions, attoꝛding to their 
dilcretions,as contemners of her Maieſties tommandement. And that all the Standards andMea- 
ſures whatſoeuer, not ſized, marked and pꝛinted, and made reſpectiuely agreeing to and with the foze- 
ſayd Standards, and the true meaning of this pzoclamation, ſhall from the ſayd feaſt of S. John 
Baptiſt next tommung, which ſhall be in the yeere ok our Lozd God 16 02, bee reputed and taken foz 
vntrue meaſures, and ſhalbe bꝛoken, defaced and deſtroyed by the owners of the ſame,o2 by ſuch offi⸗ 
ters as haue oꝛ ſhall haue authoꝛitie to cuquire of falſe weights and Mealures. 

And foꝛ the better execution hereof, all Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, and other head Officers ofeuery Citie, 
Shire, Towne, Bozough, o2 Market within this Realme, ſhallimmedtatly after the ſayd Feaſt of 
S. John Baptiſt, and ſo from time to time actoꝛding to the ſaid Statute,as all other Cozpozate, Bo- 
rough, oꝛ Market Townes within this Realme, cauſe tobe bzought befoze them all the Meaſures 
within the ſaine Cities, Bozoughes, Coꝛpoꝛate o2 Market Townes, to be duely viewed and exami⸗ 
ned, and ſuch as they ſhall finde defectine oꝛ diſagreeing vntothe fozeſaid Standard Meaſures,cither 
in greatneſſe oꝛ ſmalneſſe, to cauſe to be bꝛoken # defaced, and furtherpuniſhment to be done bpon the 
offenders therein, actoꝛding to the Statute, And that the Juſtices of Peate, oꝛ two of them (where⸗ 
of one of them to be of the Quorum) ſhall with all diligence and from time to time, by examination oz 
enquirie heare and determine the defaults of all Mayozs, Bayliffes, and other head Officersof Ci⸗ 
ties, Bozoughes, Cozpozate oz Market Townes within their limits oꝛ authoꝛities on that behalfe, 
and to ſet Fines and Amertements vpon the offenders in that behalfe by their dilcretions, and thoſe 
to eſtreate into the Court of Exchequer, and that vpon paine ofthe puniſhment due koꝛ ſuch contempt, 

And laſtly, her Mateſtie ſtraightly chargeth andcommandeth all Juſtices of Alltze, Juſtices of 
Peate, her highneſſe Clerke of the Market,Maiozs,Bailiffes, Stewards of Liberties, and all other 
her Maieſtics Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to cauſe this pzelent Pꝛotlamation, æ all Lawes, 
Statutes, and oꝛdinantes, fo: the hauing and vſingof true Meaſures, and fozthe aboliſhing the vſe 
of falſe Meaſures, to be put in execution accozding to their ſeuerall authoꝛities and Juriſdictions, as 


they tender her Maieſties ſeruice herein, and the Common wealth ofthis Realme.
